| work. 


Mrs. Black’s idea is a new and a beautiful 
one—one that wil appeal to the heart of 
the mothers of Atlanta. Mrs. Black’s res- 
olution was as follows: 


“Resolved, That offerings be asked for 


j the erection of the children’s ward, from 


children in our city and elsewhere. Each 
child who gives a dollar or more, or in 
whose name or memory any amounf is 
given, to havé its name inscribed in golden 
letters. on a panel in the ward and its 


picture hung beside the others who help in. 


this beautiful work.”’ 

The resolution was unanimously adopted, 
and the work of raising the funds will be im- 
mediately commenced. 

Mrs. Connally, of the flower committee, 

reported that she had co-operating with her 
seventy-five energetic ladies, and that they 
had arranged to take turns at visiting the 
hospital on Mondays, Wednesdays and Sat- 
urdays and receive and distribute flowers 
among the patients.

Aout Champion dim on the Other Side 
Of the Atlantic, 
CORBETT WANTS TO FIGHT THE COON 


But Don’t Know How the Coon Feels 
About It—Thinks Creedon Will Sur- 
prise Them Wben He Meets Fi‘z. 


Ed Thurnaer, who has been with Corbett, 
the champion, since training quarters were 
opened for the Sullivan-Corbett go, dropped 
into the city yesterday. 

Thurnear’s face was full of smiles, of 
that radiant’ and happy character a lucky 
man wears, while his tongue was ready to 
spin out some of the wonderful stories about 
the great pugilist, stories of which his 
mouth wes full. 

Thurnear is one of the men who was with 
Corbett from the very first day the cham- 
pion took on work to meet the.man he 
pounded down in New Orleans, and in all 
probability knows more about James J. 
than any of them, with the possible excep- 
tion of Donovan and Billy Delaney. He is 
one of the men who always kept posted in 
matters pugilistic and is ever ready to 
place a doliar on the choice he makes at the 
ring side or in the pool rooms. He is an 
interesting and clever talker, and very lit- 
tle he says goes through his hat. 

“Why,” he said yesterday in a minute 
of reflection, “I was with Jim from the 
minute he begun his work for the meeting 
with SulEvan, and if there ever was an 
anxious reowd around a pugilist, it was that 
crowd. Do you know that if Corbett had 
lost that fight in New Orleans, it would 
have been a walking chance we would have 
had for home. No one but those with ‘us 
ever knew how near our hearts were to our 
mouths all through that mill. But Jimmy 
knew it, and put up the game that pulled 
us all winners. 

“Well, we had a great time across the 
other side. Sullivan was talked about over 
there almost as much as corbett, but Jimmy 
soon found his way into the hearts of the 
Britishers and became a favorite before we 
left. But over there they don’t love our 
fighters, anyhow, and Jimmy was never as- 
tonished when he was given a cold shoulder 
They are all for the negro and think he 
can do the lad from the slope. But I want 
to say to you right now that it will take 
Jackson, Mitchell and another one of that 
class to bring the pompadour man to a 
standstill, if it can be fixed so that he can 
take them on one at a time.” 

“Does Corbett want to fight Jackson?” 
he asked as his eyes ran over his auditors. 
“Why most assuredly he does. He is anx- 
ious for it, and if he gets the chance he 
can lick the coon itn a manner that will 
leave no doubt as to the result. There has 
been lots of talk about the two men not 
wanting to come together, but I want to 
say to you that Corbett is dead set to have 
that punch at-the negro, and he is going to 
get it. I cant say what the negro wants, 
but I think he is game, too. I begin to 
believe that the fight will be pulled off up 
about Soux City, and then when it is over, 
Corbett will quit the ring. He won’t be 
like John L.—got into the ring once too 
often.” 

“What do I think of the go between Fitz 
and Dan Creedon?’” Thurnaer said in reply 
to question. ‘‘Well, most everybody says 
its a cinch Fitz has. But I tell you it ain't 
anything of the kind, and I have got a little 
money that some one can get if 1 am come 
at in the right way. Of course I ain't going 
to be blind and bet it even. I want some 
odds. I’m like every One else, always look- 
ing for the best of it. Danny was with us 
a long time and I have seen him give Jimmy 
some mighty interesting turns. I look upon 
him as one of the most promising young 
ones in the ring, and he is liable to give 
any of them a tough nut to crack. I don’t 
say that he ts going to whip Fitz, but I du 
Say that he will give Fitz all Fitz wants 
before the spool is unwound. Now you 
watch what I have said.”’ 

“Will Corbett and Fitz ever come to- 
gether?’ was asked. 

Thurnaer laughed through his teeth, and 
chopping a plug of navy in two, replied: 

“Well, Fitz will have to do his turn with 
Danny next month before he can extend an 
invitation of that kind to the champion of 
the heavy-weight class. If he comes out 
on top there, and mind you I wouldn't 
swear that he will, there might be a turn. 
If it does come, however, I shall feel mighty 
sorry for the man who naturalized h’mself, 
or rather got the courts to do it in New 
Orleans. Jimmy’ll just have the greatest 
pie in the world if he gets in the square 
with long, lanky, lean Bob Fitzsimmons. 
I want to see that fight between Bobby and 
Danny, and I’m going to work my way 
down to the Crescent City about that time 
and take one of the best seats in the Olym- 
pic Club. I have a good view of it, and if 
Danny wins out I’m going to have a fatter 
pocket book than I carry down; of course, 
if as I said, I can get the right odds.”’ 

‘Who will do the win act next week?’ he 
said in reply to a question. “Well, I think 
Griffo’s the winner. “But Jack McAuliffffe 
is one of the gréatest ring generals in the 
country and may turn up on top again. 
That man has been a wonder in his time, 
but I’m afraid that McAuliffffe has seen 
his best days.’’ 

And Thurnaer made a walk for the hotel 
where his grip is hung up and where his name 
is on the register in Hebrew and Chinese, 
too, that is to the casual observer. An ex- 
pert in the spencerian art, however, might 
say that it wag in every day English.
